Bulletin Correspondence. 

The debate on the second reading of 
the transcontinental rauway resolu- 
tions was closed at two o'clock this 
morning by a vote of 117 to 71, a 
majority for the government propo- 
sitior of 46. Messrs Blair and Tarte, 
ex-ministers, and Puttce, labor mem- 
ber for Winmipeg, who usually votes 
the government, voted against 
Three amendments 
had been moved. The one by Mr. 
Casgrain for delay and further @n- 
quiry bcfore entering into the pro- 
posed bargain, was made for the ex- 
press purpose of catching Mr. Blair, 
who, on the second amendment pre- 
viously made, nad voted with the gov- 
ernment. As his attitude against the 
government policy was based on the 
need of delay, he could not do other 
than vote for the catch amendment 
proposed. Messrs. Tarte and Puttee 


voted against this amendment. Mr.

Puttee's amendment 
ernment ownership and operation of 
railways was defeated by 135 to 50. 
Messrs Piair and Tarte both voted 
aginst this amendment and Mr. 
Puttee for it. An amendment to this 
amendment had been moved by Mr. 
Boyd, declaring for extension of ihe 
government system of railways. This 
was defeated by 119 to 68, Messrs. 
Blair, Tarte and Puttee all. voting 
against it. It nas been said that Mr. 
Puitee’s amendment in favor of gov- 
ernment ownership was moved for the 
purpose of showing that the Conser- 
watives were not in favor, or at least 
not united in favor, of that principle. 
Mr. Boyd's amendment to the amend- 
ment was practically the same in 
principle and was moved for the pur- 
pose of enabling the Conservatives to 
vote against Puttee’s amendment as 
well as against the government's pro- 
position. Mr. Puttee raised the point 
of order that the amendment to the 
amendment could not properly be con- 
sidered as it did not embody a new 
principle, but the speaker ruled that 
the point of order was raised too lats, 
and a vote was taken as above. 

The biJi founded on the resolutions 
is now introduced and the whole 
question is reopened both in principle 
and detail. it was thought at one 
time that once the resolutions were 
cairied the- debate wouid practically 
be concluded, but notice was given 
Jast night by Mr. Monk of an amend- 
ment to be moved at the second read- 
ing of the bill, which embodies in gen- 
eral terms the specific . proposition 
made by the leader of the opposition 
as to an alternative transcontinental 
railway policy. The amendment is 
the work of Mr. Borden, but notice 
was given of it by Mr. Monk in Mr. 
Borden’s absence owing to iliness. 
While it covers the same ground 7s 
the alternative proposition of the 
Jeader of the opposition, it does it in 
a general way without coming jlown 
to particulars; and therefore, has a 
beitey chance of escaping or avoiding 
the distructive criticasm whicb has 
been aimed so successfully at the 
piinciple and details of the proposi- 
tion itself There is no doubt that 
this amendment is decidedly a second 
thought om the part of the opposition 
party, urged to it partly by taunts 
from the governmert side as to ‘ack 
of united opinion amongst the Con- 
gservatives on the subject, and part- 
ly by the hope of securiag some- 
thing like a united expression of opin- , 
jon which can be placed before the! 
country as a Corservative party pol- 
icy.

‘pere was no room left for argument 
on great principles, unless the oppo- 
siiion had taken up the policy of gov- 
ernment ownership, which they failed 
to do. In criticising a proposition 
the principle of which they could not 
oppose, the opposition were seriously 
handicapped ; and the government side 
did not take full advantage of the 
greainess of the scheme; spending 
their energy chiefly in combating the 
criticisms directed only against de- 
tails by members of the opposition. 
The result of the debate was a forc- 
gone conclusion, ana once the leaders 
bad been heard at the beginning, very 
littlc interest was mamiested until 
near the close, when the speech made 
by Hon. Mr. Paterson, minister of cus- 
toms. reached a level in oratery and 
debate, which was only equalled hy 
that of the premier in introducing 
the measure. 

The course of the opposition during 
the debate was worthy of comment. 
While they incessentiy demanded that 
the government should bring down its 
trapscontinental railway policy, and 
even went so far as to deliberately 
obstruct business in order to com- 
nel its being brought down; once it 
was before the House they testified 
their interest in the subject by ab- 
senting themselves from the chamber 
to a degree beyond anything that 
bad occurred during even the most 
paltry debates in the previous part of 
the session. On numerous occasions 
while the debate was in progress, 
there were not more than from 7 to 
14 members of the opposition in the 
House, and night after night, because 
there were so few present the opposi- 
tion speaker of the moment asxed ior 
an early adjournment so that he 
might have a better hearing from 
his own side. Judged by this debate 
it is not too much to say that the 
present opposition are falling very far 
short of tbeir important responsibil- 
ities and dutics; and that if the coun- 
try is weli governed they have but 
small share in the credit. There is 
au, evident absence of conesion of idea 
or purpose on the opposition side, 
which renders ineffective their criti- 
cism, such as it is. On only one 
thing are they united and that is in 
support of the princilpe of protection 
to the manufacturers, and objection 
to a Liberal government remaining in 
power. 

The future attitude of Mr. Blair re- 
mains us much a mystery as ever. His 
most intimate friends have no idea as 
to what it will be. On this import- 
ant question he voted with the gov- 
ernment twice, and against it twice. 
While Mr. Tarte went out of his way 
on Sunday last to declare himself the 
opponent of the government on the 
question of high protection; on the 
railway question he voted with them 
on ali three amendments, and only 
with the opposition on the main mo- 
tion. In view, however, of his state- 
ments on Sunday there can be no 
question as to his ultimate future at- 
titude. He has deciarea himself dis- 
tinctly against the government on the 
tariff question and has expressed his 
willingness to campaign against them 
on that question. A notable feature 
of his argument on Sunday was that 
ihe government should be defeated, 
because if it were again returned to 
power there would be a further re- 
duction in the duties, as the major- 
ity of the cabinet as it now stands 
are for low tavifi This is interest- 
ing information ceming from such a 
source, and it wil! be well for the peo- 
ple of the west Co paste it im their 
bats. When Mr. Tarte made his first 
break in favor of nigh protection 
while still a member of the govern- 
ment, the Bulletin suggested that he 
had his eye on the Jeadership of the 
opposition. There scems now to be 
no doubt that the first lieutenancy is 
at his refusal; and if Leader Borden's 
health does not improve, there would 
seem to be nothing between Mr. 
Tarte and the actual leadership, un- 
less it might be Mr. Blair, should he 
see fit to cross the fieor, which, how- 
ever, is not at ali probable.
